FAQ:READING THE PAPER 


Whether you like it or not, The Fandom Times is a project that aims to combine the 
newspaper with the A4 paper magazine dimension. But for those who are really 
confused by how to read the paper, this FAQ will be helpful for you. 


GENERAL ISSUES 


Periodicity: Albeit the paper's publishing period, it's best reading the paper as a 
social media post that consists 20 pages per post, so it's pretty normal to have 
frequent editions for one day. It also increases when there's something big in the air 
to report, like Nintendo shutting down the servers of WiiU and 3DS' online features. 


PAGE DESIGNING 


Broadsheet sized papers requires an entire writing team to report on various stuff 
at one huge page, including columns of writers. For the concentration purposes, 
The Fandom Times has it's own rights to separate each article into one page and 
end it within the last page before starting a brand new article on the next page. It's 
recommended to read the articles separately, just like any other magazine.
